Completing an experiment begun 


over a year ago, the- Rev. Sylvester 
Ley, C.PP.S., amateur college agri- 
culturist, has annouced his findings 
which he called “eminently satisfac- 
tory 

. The experiment was made with 
hybrid i corn. A two-acre tract was 
divided into four equal plots. One 
of these plots was fertilized . with 
compost manure (manure receiving 
special treatment to retain the fer- 
tilizing elements and decay the mass 
before application to the soil) ; a sec- 
ond plot received fresh manure from 
the stable. 

On the third plot commercial 
fertilizer was used. The fourth, or 
control plot, received: no fertilizer 
whatsoever.
